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Preface 


In order to completely reindex the General Statutes, it has been neces- 
sary to recompile replacement volumes 4B and 4C. Present volumes 4B, 
4C and 4D replace former volumes 4B and 4C and contain the index to the 
General Statutes, to the constitutions of North Carolina and the United 
States and to the Appendix, as contained in replacement volumes and 
supplements issued prior to 1972. No distinction is made in the index 
between sections appearing in the bound volumes and those appearing in 
the pocket parts. 


A few helpful rules for using this index are: 


1. Familiarity with the contents of the General Statutes and index. 
Knowledge of the arrangement, terminology, topical treatment and 
analyses and reference system of both the General Statutes and index is 
essential and must be acquired by personal examination and study. 


2. Consult the principal subject and not the secondary. Thus, if you are 
looking for execution of wills, look under wills and not execution. 


3. Look for the noun and not the adjective or participle. Thus, for life 
insurance look under insurance and not under life. 


4. Consult the most pertinent subject. Thus, for reports relative to 
motor vehicles look under motor vehicles and not under reports. 


5. Consult allied headings. If the search through one title proves fruit- 
less, go to another allied heading. Each section of the General Statutes 
has itemized index entries, but perhaps they are not under the main 
heading which first occurred to you. 


6. Cross references. Pay close attention and make full use of cross ref- 
erences and internal references within the headings of the index. 


7. Supplement index. After the index is supplemented, be sure to consult 
the pocket parts for subsequent changes and additional entries.
